The  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
together  with  the  Report  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for 
the  year  1950* 


Mr.Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen , 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1958*  The  introduction  which  follows  draws  attention 
to  certain  matters  of  interest  in  the  field  of  public  health 
during  the  year  under  review. 


LOCAL  HEALTH 

The  health  of  the  District  remained  generally 
satisfactory.  The  estimated  population  was  5  >860  compared 
with  5 >830  in  1957.  The  corrected  birth  rate  was  17t6 
compared  with  16,4  for  England  and  Wales  v/hile  the  corrected 
death  rate  was  9*6  compared  with  11. 7  lor  England  and  Wales, 
It  is  very  satisfactory  to  record  that  there  were  no  infant 
deaths. 


POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION 

The  main  task  of  the  health  department  throughout  1958 
was  to  keep  pace  with  the  demand  for  poliomyelitis  vaccination. 
The  position  was  not  helped  by  the  uncertainty  and  irregularity 
of  supplies  -  particularly  supplies  of  British  vaccine. 
Extensions  of  the  age  groups  eligible  for  vaccination  and  the 
offer  of  choice  between  American  and  British  brands  added  to 
administrative  difficulties. 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  vaccination  campaign 
approximately  75 of  children  in  Area  5  eligible  for 
vaccination  have  accepted  the  offer;  this  figure  compares 
satisfactorily  with  the  national  acceptance  rate.  In  1958 
the  total  number  of  vaccine  injections  given  Y/as  approximately 
11, 350*  Welcome  help  from  general  practitioners  eased  the 

burden  of  the  work. 


poliomyelitis 

The  yearly  average  number  of /cases  notified  in  Norfolk 
during  the  post-war  years  is  39*  in  1958  only  seven  cases 
were  notified.  There  were  1,993  cases  notified  in  'England 
and  Wales  in  1958  compared  with  5 >477  in  1957  and  3»919  in 
1956. 


Some  time  must  elapse,  however,  before  the  value  of  the 
recently  introduced  vaccination  campaign  can  be  properly 
assessed.  Meanwhile  we  gain  confidence  from  interim  reports 
on  the  efficiency  of  vaccines.  In  July  1957  lie  Medical 
Research  Council  reporting  on  the.  "Assessment  of  British 
Vaccine  against  Poliomyelitis",  showed  that  the  attack  rate 
of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  in  children  aged  6-9  years  after 
two  doses  of  British  poliomyelitis  vaccine  to  be  1.3  per 
100, 00C ;  the  attack  rate  in  the  unvaccinated  controls  in  the 
same  age  group  was  8.2  per  100,000.  The  apparent  protection 
against  the  paralytic  form  of  the  disease  is,  therefore,  about 
80V.  The  same  satisfactory  results  were  obtained  in  the 
18  months  to  5  years  age  group. 

The  possibility  of  using  a  live  (but  harmless)  vaccine, 
given  by  mouth,  is  receiving  much  scientific  attention  at  the 
present  time  under  the  guidance  of  the  World  Health  Organisation. 
On  the  continent  and  in  Singapore  vaccination  campaigns,  with 
the  use  of  a  live  vaccine,  have  already  been  instituted. 

The  initial  response  of  the  15  to  25  age  group  to  the 
offer  of  vaccination  was  disappointing.  This  is  not 
altogether  surprising  for  teenagers,  in  particular,  have 
grown  to  expect  their  parents  to  make  all  the  dull  decisions 
about  what  is  good  for  health,"  neither  can  it  be  claimed 
that  the  shine  in  the  eyes  of  the  adolescent  arises  from  a 
sense  of  social  or  personal  responsibility.  However,  the 
tragic  death  from  poliomyelitis  of  a  star  footballer  eventually 
stimulated  the  movement  of  young  adults  into  poliomyelitis 
queues  5  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  emotional  response  will 
not  spend  itself  like  a  passing  fashion. 


STRONTIUM  -  90 

Strontium,  a  metallic  element,  is  a  natural  content  of  the 
earth’s  crust.  Man -made  radioactive  strontium  results  from 

nuclear  explosions  5  radioactive  strontium  is  lighter  than 
natural  strontium  having  an  atomic  weight  of  98  hence  the  term 
"strontium  -  98". 

Quite  a  number  of  radioactive  materials  are  blasted  into 
the  sky  with  every  above-ground  nuclear  explosion  but  strontium  -  98 
is  the  most  dangerous  to  health  because  (a)  it  is  relatively  abundant 
among  the  fission  products.,  (b)  it -is  very  long  lived  (c)  it  is 
easily  absorbed  by  the  body  and  once  absorbed  it  is  stored  for 
long  periods. 

When  strontium  -  98  units  arrive  at  that  vast  chemical 
factory,  the  human  body,  they  appear  unfamiliar  but  look  rather 
like  cousins  of  calcium?  so  thev  are  drafted  off  with  calcium 

'  i/ 

units  on  a  complicated  chemical  journey  which  ends  in  bone. 

Hei’e  the  strontium  -  98  units  reveal'  themselves  as  saboteurs 
not  only  creating  bone  tumours  but  also  disrupting  a  very 
important  task  of  tl>e  bone-marrow,  i.e.  the  manufacture  of 
blood  cells.  Irradiation  of  the  bone-marrow  by  the  strontium 
98  causes  uncontrolled  over-production  of  white  blood  cells 
most  of  which  are  badly -finished,  immature  and  useless.  This 
is  "blood  cancer"  or  leukaemia,  a  disease  ultimately  fatal. 
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For  many  years  now  certain  occupations  involving  the  use 
of  radium  and  other  radio-active  substances  have  been  subject 
to  protective  measures  laid  down  by  an  International  C ommission 
on  Radiological  Protection.  Phis  Commission  fixed  a  maximum 
permissible  level  of  radium-content  for  the  human  skeleton 5 
the  Medical  Research  Council  has  adopted  a  similar  "maximum 
permissible  level"  for  the  strontium  -  90  content  of  bone. 

The  Medical  Research -Council  showed  a  few  years  ago  that 
the  amount  of  strontium  -  90  in  human  bone  was  about  a 
thousandth  of  the  maximum  permissible  level  and  that  "immediate 
consideration"  would  be  required  if  the  concentration  in  human 
bones  should  show  signs  of  rising  beyond  one-hundredth  of  the 
"maximum  permissible  level".  Recently  the  Prime  Minister  has 
stated  that  "even  if  deposition  of  the  strontium  -  90  that  has 
already  been  injected  into  the  stratosphere  continues  at  the 
higher  rate  observed  in  the  summer  of  1958?  the  concentration 
of  this  substance  in  bone  is  unlikely  to  approach  the  level 
which  the  Medical  Research  Council  advised  in  1956  would  require 
"immediate  consideration". 

The  precautions  taken  to  check  levels  of  strontium  -  98 
in  articles  of  diet  are  best  described  by  an  extract  from  the 
Prime  Minister's  memorandum  circulated  to  M.Ps. 

"In  this  country,  regular  measurements  are  made 
of  strontium  -  90  in  food,  milk,  drinking-water, 
and  air,  and  in  soil  and  vegetation.  Y/e  thus 
have  much  information  on  the  rate  at  which  strontium 
90  enters  the  diet  and  reaches  bone.  The 
investigations  of  radioactivity  in  food  were 
considerably  expanded  in  1958*  Milk  receives 
special' attention  because  much  of  the  total  strontium 
90  in  diet  comes  from  dairy  produce.  Representative 
samples  are  collected  regularly  from  over  200  depots 
handling  some  4 -Ofo  of  the  total  milk  production  in  the 
United  Kingdom.  So  far  as  is  known,  no  equally 
comprehensive  scheme  is  in  operation  in  any  other 
country.  Other  foods  which  introduce  considerably 
less  strontium  -  90  into  the  diet  are  also  examined; 
for  example,  cereals,  both  imported  and  home-produced, 
and  vegetables " . 

MA.IKIQTII  X-RAY  SUKVIjYS 

In  1956  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland  announced  a 
national  two-year  campaign  against  tuberculosis,  to  be 
initiated  by  a  mass  X-ray  drive  in  Glasgow.  The  result  of 
this  highly-organised  campaign  showed  "an  unparalleled  public 
response  and  an  unprecedented  rate  of  sustained  effort  by  the 
units  concerned".  78/;  °f  the  female  and  74' •  of  the  male 
adult  population  of  Glasgow  were  X-rayed.  In  a  five  ?/eek 
period  approximately  715,000  persons  were  X-rayed  by  57  units. 
The  following  results  were  obtained ; 

2,842  (4  per  1,000)  active  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  detected. 

5*579  (7.5  per  1,000)  cases  needed  supervision. 

15,865  persons  showed  "abnormal  X-ray  results. 

547  cases  of  lung  cancer  were  detected,  the  rate  being  four 
times  greater  in  men  than  in  women. 

The  cost  of  the  X-ray  campaign  was  over  £114,000  and  this 
is  equivalent  to  three  and  twopence  per  person  examined,  or 
£44  per  new  active  case  of  tuberculosis  found. 
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A  similar  campaign  lias  teen  carried  out  in  Edinburgh  and 
another  has  just  been  completed  in  Liverpool  at  the  time  of 
writing  this  Report. 

Radiological  hazards  to  Patients 

In  1937  4i.  million  mass  miniature  radiological  examinations 
were  made  in  Great  Britain.  These  examinations  led  to  the 
discovery  of  nearly  18,000  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
requiring  supervision  and  over  65*000  other  abnormalities 
including  2,562  cases  of  lung  cancer. 

In  1956*  the  Medical  Research  Council  reported  on  the 
"Hazards  to  Man  of  Nuclear  and  Allied  Radiations".  One 
result  of  this  report  was  the  setting  up  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  of  a  Government  Committee  under  the  chairmanship  of 
Lord  Adrian  to  review  the  present  practice  in  diagnostic 
radiology.  The  Adrian  Committee  lias  issued  an  interim  report 
and  the  main  conclusion  is  expressed  in  these  words. 

"The  value  of  mass  miniature  radiography  is  so  great  that 
it  must  not  be  curtailed  without  good  cause  and  we  think  it 
important  therefore  to  state  now  that  these  examinations 
properly  conducted  make  a  negligible  contribution  to  the  total 
radiation  to  which  the  population  is  exposed". 

It  is  considered  that  an  individual  who  has  lad  ten  mass 
miniature  radiography  examinations  over  a  series  of  years  v/ould 
have  his  chance  of  developing  leukaemia  in  any  year  increased 
-  if  at  all  -  from  50  in  a  million  to  at  most  51 •  nevertheless, 
the  Adrian  Committee  recommends? 

(a)  That  diagnostic  radiology  be  kept  to  a  minimum. 

(b)  That  pregnant  women  should  continue  where  necessary  to 
have  radiological  examinations  of  the  chest  but  that 
mass  miniature  radiography  should  not  be  used  -  but  full 
size  films  with  stringent  limitation  of  field  size  should 
be  used. 

(c)  That  it  is  undesirable  to  use  mass  miniature  radiography 
for  children.  Where  X-ray  investigation  is  desirable 
for  a  child  under  14  the  Committee  recommends  that  a 
large  film  should  be  taken. 


PROBLEM  Ein.lILIES 

Every  year  a  number  of  children  leave  school  with 
reputations  for  moral  and  emotional  immaturity  and  poor 
intellects;  some  of  these  children  nay  be  placed  under  statutory 
supervision  particularly  where  the  home  environment  is 
unsatisfactory.  The  outlook  for  all  of  them  is  uncertain  and 
often  grim;  where  a  girl  is  concerned  one  positive  achievement 
may  be  anticipated  -  early  marriage  with  successful  and  continuous 
child-bearing.  Lacking  pov/ers  of  discrimination  she  may  be 
depended  upon  to  choose  a  marriage  partner- who  provides  a  bad  ’ 
social  and  financial  risk. 

The  stage  is  now  nicely  set  for  another  problem  family 
drama  and  very  soon  yen pleasant  sitiations  develop  watched  by 
a  helpless  audience.  Little  or  nothing  can  be  done  for  these 
your  '  people  at  the  beginning  of  their  married  lives,  except 
for  local  authority  supervision  in  certain  extreme  cases. 

It  does  not  take  long  for  the  mother  to  have  as  many 
children  as  she  car.  ranage  but  the  babies  3till  continue  to 
arrive  and  with  the  birth  of  each  her  health  deteriorates  and 
her  will  to  cope  steadily  weakens. 
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There,  are  those  who  imagine  that  problem  family  parents 
will  he  agreeably  surprised  and  co-operative  when  advised  on 
family  planning.  However,  those  who  have  experience  with 
problem  parents  find  that  all  such  information  is  usually- 
received  with  indignation  or  complete  indifference.  After 
all  it  is  this  indifference  on  the  part  of  unsatisfactory 
parents  which  is  the  essence  of  the  problem  and,  in  the  worst 
cases,  results  in  child  neglect  (physical  and  emotional;  or 
child  cruelty. 

Now.  comes  the  time  when  members  of  a  battery  of  social 
workers  knock  on  the  door.  They  knock  more  than  once  or 
knock  in  vain.  Whispers  may  be  heard  on  the  other  side  of 
the  door  ("Be  careful  -  it  may  be  the  police").  Refusing  to 
be  discouraged,  health  visitors  work  grimly  on,  housing 
managers  suppress  their  indignation,  welfare  officers  tackle 
the  husband,  child  care  .officers  come  and  go,  voluntary 
agencies  dutifully  hand  out  bedding  and  clothing,  while  ■ 
school  teachers  brood  over  the  mental  and  social  deficiencies 
of  the  seedlings  of  future  problem  families  committed  to 
their  care. 


The  public  conscience  is  disturbed  and  perplexed  by 
these  realities;  the  glib  answer  that  it  is  all  caused  by 
bad  economic  conditions  is  no  longer  accepted.  It  is  not 
surprising,  therefore,  to  find  that  in  recent  years  numerous 
methods  have  been  devised  to  grapple  with  the  challenge  of 
unsatisfactory  families.  One  of  the  difficulties  is  to  bring 
about  co-ordination  of  responsibility  particularly  for  the 
Y*relfare  of  the  children.  Official  guidance  lias  been  given 
by  the  Ministries  concerned  by  means  of  a  joint  circular 
advising  the  designation  of  an  officer  in  each  local  authority 
area  to  co-ordinate  the  work  of  all  interested  officials  and 
agencies  and  call  regular  discussion  meetings.  The 
interests  of  problem  families  are  best  served  by  allocating 
responsibility  for  supervision  to  one  officer  of  the  County 
Council  (or  Voluntary  Organisation)  who  seems,  in  all  the. 
circumstances,  the  most  appropriate  person  to  help  the  family ; 
it  is  thus  possible  to  avoid  the  confusion  which  arises  from 
multiple  visits  by  many  officials. 


In  Norfolk  the  County  Childrens’  Officer  has  been 
appointed  Co-ordinating  Officer  and  takes  the  chair  at  Problem 
families  Conferences.  Case  conferences,  instituted  in  1957 » 
are  held  twice  yearly  in  Area  5*  At  these  meetings  all 
difficulties  associated  with,  local  problem  families  are 
discussed  and  decisions  made  regarding  action  to  be  taken  in 
each  case.  The  composition  of  the  departments  and  agencies 
represented  at  these  conferences  is  worth  recording-

Adequate  housing  is  a  very  important  factor  if  there  is 
to  he  any  hope  of  improving  the  morale  of  problem  families ; 
without  it  there  is  little  hope.  District  Councils  can  give 
practical  help  by  careful  consideration  of  the  housing  needs 
of  problem  families.  There  are  of  course  rightful  objections 
to  providing  some  problem  families  with  housing  on  a  Council's 
estate;  in  such  cases  housing  in  roomy  sub-standard 
reconditioned  property  is  the  best  solution  until  such  time 
as  these  families  have  improved  sufficiently  to  qualify  for  a 
Council  house.  It  is  a  question  of  dispassionate 
consideration  of  each  case  on  its  merits  with  a  bias  towards 
leniency  and  tolerance. 


II  STAFF 


Clerical  assistance  for  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
is  carried  out  by  the  Senior  Clerk  and  staff  at  the  Local  Health 
Office,  Norwich,  while  close  touch  is  maintained  with  the 
Wymondham  office. 

Mr, R.F. Hudson ,  C.R.S.I.,  M.S.I.A.,  continued  duty  as 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor  throughout  the  year.

Ill  VITAL  STATISTICS 

(a)  Population 

The  Registrar  General  estimates  the  1958  population  of 
Wymondham  Urban  District  at  5*860  compared  with  5*830  in 

1957. 

(b)  Births 

There  were  97  live  births  recorded  during  the  year; 

50  boys  and  47  girls.  The  crude  birth  rate  was  16.6  per 
1,000  of  the  resident  population  compared  with  11.7  in  1957* 

This  is  the  highest  birth  rate  recorded  in  Wymondham  for 
many  years . 

(c)  Deaths 

The  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  was  62  compared 
with  57  in  1957;  the  crude  death  rate  was ,  therefore,  10.6 
compared  with  9«8  in  1957*  The  greatest  number  of  deaths 
occurred  in  the  age  group  7O-8O  (24);  there  were  12  deaths 
in  the  age  group  80  to  90  and  2  deaths  between  the  ages  of 
90  and  100. 

(d)  Comparability  Factor 

The  comparability  factor  makes  an  approximate  allov/ance 
for  the  way  in  which  the  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the 
local  population  differs  from  that  of  England  and  Wales  as  a 
whole.  Allowing  for  this  factor  the  adjusted  birth  rate  for 
Wymondham  District  thus  becomes  17*6  compared  with  16.4  for 
England  and  Wales  and  the  death  rate  9*6  compared  with  11.7 
for  England  and  Waj.es . 

(e)  Infant  Mortality 

There  we  re  no  infant  deaths:  1958  shares  this  satisfactory 
distinction  with  1954*  The  infant  death  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  22.5  and  constitutes  a  new  low  record.  However, 
there  are  certain  countries  with  rates  lower  than  those  of 
England  and  Wales,  i.e.  Australia,  New  Zealand,  Netherlands 
and  Sweden. 


IV 


COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES 


(a)  Forty  cases  of  communicable  diseases  were  notified  "by 
general  practitioners  during  1958.  Twenty-nine  of  these 
notifications  v/ere  measles  and  nine  scarlet  fever* 

("b)  Whooping  C  ough 

There  were  no  notifications  in  Wymondham  District  during 
195S*  la  England  and  Wales  there  has  Been  a  sharp  fall  in 
the  incidence  of  the  disease  since  the  Autumn  of  1957?  this 
may  he  the  consequence  of  Building  up  a  large  population  of 
immunised  children.  The  Whooping  Cough  Immunisation 
Committee  of  the  Medical  Research  Council  has  issued  a  final 
report  recently  with,  a  conclusion  containing  these  words; 

"The  results  of  the  trials  clearly  showed  that  it.  was  possible 
By  vaccination  to  produce  a  high  degree  of  protection  against 
the  disease". 

Early  immunisation  of  Babies  is  essential  for  the  reason 
that  three-quarters  of  the  deaths  ascribed  to  whooping  cough 
occur  in  Babies  under  one  year  of  age. 

(c)  Diphtheria 

It  is  many  years  now  since  a  case  of  diphtheria  occurred 
in  the  District.  Nevertheless  the  need  to  maintain  a  high 
level  of  immunity  By  inoculation  remains  Because  the  disease, 
which  at  one  time  claimed  thousands  of  deaths  annually  in  this 
country,  has  not  Been  completely  stamped  out  But  continues  to 
show  occasional  flickers  of  life:  thus  in  October  1958  small 
outbreaks  occurred  in  Essex  and  London,  In  Essex  the  outbreak 
Began  in  an  infants  school  and  caused  the  death  of  one  child. 

In  Area  5  &  reasonably  high  level  of  immunisation  is 
maintained.  During  the  year  401  children  under  the  age  of 
five  years  (283  under  one  year)  were  immunised  and  416  Booster 
doses  were  given  to  school  children.  The  number  of  Births 
during  the  year  was  599*  Compared  with  recent  years  some 
reduction  in  the  work  of  immunising  school  children  v/as 
inevitable  in  the  face  of  the  large  poliomyelitis  vaccination 
programme  which  had  to  Be  urgently  carried  out, 

(d)  Poliomyelitis. 

No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified  during  the 

year. 

Statistical  details  of  vaccinations  carried  out  during 
1958  are  shown  in  Table  21  of  the  appendix  to  this  Report, 

(e)  Smallpox  Vaccination 

Fifty -three  children  in  the  age  group  0-4  years  in 
Wymondham  District  v/ere  given  primaiy  vaccinations;  most 
of  these  were  infants  in  the  first  year  of  life.  The 
number  of  Births  was  97 5  the  percentage  of  children 
vaccinated  was,  therefore,  fifty-five. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

The  national  decline  in  the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis 
continues.  -In  England  and  Wales  deaths  from  respiratory 
tuberculosis  during  1958  were  Gfo  less  than  the  previous 
, year. 
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In  Area  5  the  average  yearly  notifications  of  new  cases 
of  tuberculosis  from  1954  to  1957  18 .  In  1958  there 

were  onlj  8  new  notifications.  Only  one  notification  of  a 
new  case  was  recorded  in  Wymondham  District  during  195® • 

B.C.G,  vaccination  of  school-leavers  at  Wymondham 
Secondary  Modern  School  was  again  carried  out  in  1958. 

There  continues  to  he  a  good  response  to  this  method  of 
protection  against  tuberculosis. 


CANCER 


In  Wymondham  District  total  deaths  from  all  causes 
numbered  62  and  total  cancer  deaths  14,  i.e.  22,6%  of  total 
deaths,  compared  with  a  percentage  of  12.5  in  1957* 

The  yearly  average  number  of  lung  cancer  deaths  from 
1952  to  1957  was  1.5*  In  1956  there  were  three  deaths  from 
lung  cancer,  two  males  and  one  female. 

Deaths  from  lung  cancer  again  increased  in  England  and 
Wales  in  1958.  There  were  approximately  20,000  deaths. 

So  far  the  rate  of  increase  is  fairly  steady  at  approximately 
1,000  additional  deaths  per  annum  for  a  number  of  years  past. 

In  his  Annual  Report  for  1957  "the  Chief  Medical  Officer 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health  writes  as  follows  on  the  subject  of 
lung  cancer: 

"The  epidemiological  studies  which  have  been 
made  in  this  countiy  and  in  the  United  States 
of  America  have  shown  that  excessive  cigarette 
smoking  is  on  important  factor  in  its  causation. 

But  there  is  possibly  something  else  working  as 
a  carcinogen  upon  the  tissues  of  the  respiratory 
tract  either  on  its  own  account  or  in  association 
with  the  smoking  habit.  The  identity  of  such  a 
factor  has  not  yet  been  established,  neither  do 
we  know  whether  there  is  only  one  or  whether  there 
are  several  involved." 


V  HOUSING 

Action  regarding  housing  in  1958  is  described  in  the 
Public  Health  Inspector's  Report  (appended). 

In  Y/ymondham  District  thirty  per  cent  of  the  total 
housing  is  now  owned  by  the  Council.  During  1958  there  was 
an  appreciable  drop  in  the  number  of  live  applications  for 
Council  houses. 

The  Standley  Court  Estate,  which  consists  of  19  bungalows 
for  elderly  people  with  a  warden's  unit,  has  been  in 
existence  sufficiently  long  to  assess  the  contribution  of  the 
warden  and  his  wife  to -the  welfare >of  the  residents.  The 
total  recorded  requests  for  assistance  during  the  year  was 
one  hundred  and  sixty-nihes  there  we re  fourteen  calls  for 
assistance  by  alarm  bells  and  eighteen  urgent  personal  calls; 
twenty-one  calls  for  doctors  and  three  requests  for 
assistance  with  chimney  fires.  The  visitors  bedrooms 
provided  in  the  warden's  unit  were  used  on  thirty  nights 
during  the  year.  The  usefulness  of  the  "grouped  homes 
scheme"  has  been  constantly  demonstrated  since  its  inception. 


In  his  Report  the  Public  Health  Inspector  provides 
further  information  regarding  the  case -work  and  social 
activities  which  form  an  important  part  of  the  background 
to  daily  life  at  Standi ey  Court  Estate. 


VI  WATER  SUPPLIES 

Constant  checking  of  your  Council’s  public  water  supply 
to  ensure  bacteriological  purity  was  continued  throughout 
the  year.  Results  were  in  gene  ml  satisfactory  and  a  high 
standard  of  water  purity  is  maintained . 

During  the  year  action  was  taken  by  your  Council  to 
extend  water  mains  to  the  Suton  area. 

Detailed  information  regarding  the  District  water 
supply  is  contained  in  the  Public  Health  Inspector's  Report 
(appended) . 


VII  FLUORIDATION  AND  NATIONAL  WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  World  Health  Organisation  Expert  Committee  on  Water 
Fluoridation  published  a  Report  in  1958*  In  the  conclusion 
of  the  Report  the  Committee  expressed  the  opinion  that  the 
results  of  the  extensive  and  thorough  enquiry  into  the 
question  of  water  floridation  "proved  beyond  doubt  the 
safety  of  controlled  fluoridation  as  a  public  health  measure" 
"Chronicle  of  the  World  Health  Organisation,  June  1958), 

With  regard  to  the  pilot  fluoridation  schemes  in 
operation  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  Ministry  of  Health  has 
stated  that  the  earliest  daVe  at  which  the  results  of  fluoridation 
can  be  assessed  is  five  or  six  years  after  the  water  treatment 
began#  According  to  a  communication  received  from  the  Ministry, 
it  is  not  anticipated  that  the  Ministry  of  Health  shall  have 
anything  to  report  before  1961  at  the  earliest. 


VIII  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Action  regarding  the  extension  of  the  Dereham  Road  Sewage 
disposal  works  (at  present  badly  overloaded)  was  continued 
during  the  year  and  was  the  subject  of  an  Informal  Inquiry 
by  an  Inspector  from  the  Minis try  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government.  This  was  followed  by  negotiations  with  the 
Ministry  at  the  planning  stage. 


IX  REFUSE  COLLECTION 


It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  refuse  collecting 
services  were  extended  in  March  1958  to  provide  a  monthly 
tin -and -bottle  collection  in  the  Spooner  Roy// Suton  and 
Silf ield/Browick  localities.

The  two  small  bedrooms  provided  for  visitors  and  attached  to  the  warden’s 
unit  were  in  use  on  30  nights  during  the  year.  It  seems,  therefore,  that  these 
facilities  are  proving  of  great  value  and  that  such  accommodation  must  form  part 
of  any  future  scheme  of  "Grouped  Homes  for  the  x-ged". 

In  addition  to  the  work  previously  mentioned  the  warden  and  her  husband  take 
a  great  interest  in  the  social  activities  of  the  tenants  and  friends  on  the  estate, 
"he  common  room  is  used  extensively  -  whist  drive  every  Tuesday,  social  evening 
including  ’sing-song’  every  Friday  and  television  on  the  remaining  evenings.  The 
whist  drives  and  an  annual  jumble  sale  provide  funds  for  an  outing  to  the  East 
Coast,  a  Christmas  Party  and  the  anniversary  of  opening  of  the  "Grouped  Homes"  is 
suitably  celebrated. 

There  is  still  a  demand  for  accommodation  of  this  type.  The  tenants  of  at 
least  8  council  bungalows  in  other  parts  of  the  Town  woulu  benefit  from  the 
services  of  a  warden  and  at  least  a  further  5  on  the  list  of  applicants  for  a 
bungalow  are  in  the  same  category. 

Private  Development. 

work  proceeded  during  the  year  on  the  erection  of  bungalows  by  private 
enterprise  on  the  site  provided  by  the  Council  at  Orchard  Way.  The  whole  of  the 
15  plots  have  been  sold  and  bungalows  have  been  either  completed  or  commenced  on 
all  but  one  of  the  plots. 

It  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  obtain  sites  in  or  near  to  the  Town 
for  private  building. 

The  Council  is  aware  of  the  position  and  will  no  doubt  be  considering  at  an 
early  date  the  possibility  of  making  building  sites  available,  perhaps  on  the 
lines  of  the  "Orchard  Way"  development. 

i-s  previously  mentioned  in  this  report  21  houses  or  bungalows  were  built 
within  the  Urban  District  by  private  enterprise  during  the  year.

Town  Supply. 

There  is  a  piped  water  supply  in  the  urban  part  of  the  District  with  puraping 
station  at  Uicklewood  in  the  Rural  District  of  Forehoe  and  Renstead.  The  under¬ 
taking  is  owned  by  the  vVymondham  Urban  District  Council. 

The  total  mileage  of  mains  under  the  control  of  the  Council  is  now 
approximately  20  miles. 

The  result  of  a  chemical  analysis  of  a  sample  of  water  taken  at  the  headworks, 
before  treatment,  is  set  out  on  folio  9. 

*1  series  of  samples  were  taken  from  various  points  on  the  distribution  system 
for  bacteriological  examination  on  the  20th.  and  28th.  august,  1958,  when  repairs 
to  the  pipework  of  the  softening  plant  were  being  carried  out.  During  this  period 
the  chlorinator  was  found  to  be  defective  and  in  all  five  samples  the  report  was 
"suspicious".  The  chlorinator  was  subsequently  put  in  working  order  and  when 
further  samples  were  taken  on  the  4th.  September  the  results  proved  "excellent". 

The  headworks  comprise  five  12"  boreholes  approximately  300  feet  in  depth. 

Each  borehole  is  capable  of  yielding  10,000  gallons  per  hour.  The  normal  average 
rest  level  is  74'  4"  and  the  pumping  level  (at  8,000  g.p.h.)  89'  8". 

The  reinforced  concrete  reservoir  has  a  capacity  of  240,000  gallons  and  the 
top  water  level  is  226  ft.  xxOD. 

The  water  is  softened,  aerated  ana  chlorinated.  The  capacity  of  the  "Dermutit" 
Base  Exchange  Softening  riant  per  regeneration  allows  for  101,800  gallons  of  raw 
water  with  a  hardness  of  26. 2U  to  be  reduced  to  zero  and  giving  an  output  of 
139,000  gallons  of  blended  water  with  a  residual  hardness  of  7  . 

The  present  normal  daily  output  of  the  pumping  station  has  been  in  the  region 
of  240,859  gallons  rising  during  peak  demand  periods  to  276,429  gallons. 

Based  on  the  capacity  of  the  pumps  no w  in  use  the  potential  output  of  the 
pumping  station  is  850,00u  gallons  per  day.  The  maximum  output  of  blenaed  water 
v/ith  a  residual  hardness  of  7  from  the  treatment  plant  is  600,000  gallons  per 
day. 

Chlorination  of  the  water  supply  is  by  an  automatic  gas  type  instrument 
operating  in  phase  with  the  pumps. 

* approximately  15,000,000  gallons  of  water  per  year  is  supplied  in  bulk  to 
part  of  the  Forehoe  and  hen stead  Rural  district.  In  the  case  of  the  most  recent 
extension  of  the  aistribution  system  in  the  Forehoe  end  nenstead  R. D.  an  Order 
made  under  Section  113  of  the  Public  Health  Ret,  193&,  extended  the  Council’s 
Statutory  Supply  Rrea  by  approximately  950  acres.

The  oouncil  again  had  under  consideration  the  question  of  the  further 
extension  of  water  mains  in  i;ho  Suton  and  oilfield  localities. 

It  was  finally  decided  to  extenu  the  mains  to  Suton  Street,  Sawyers  lane  and 
London  Road  and  formal  application  for  approval  to  such  proposals  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  £5,900  was  made  to  the  ministry  of  Housing  anu  Local  Government. 
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Having  regard  to  the  limit eu  demand  for  water  in  the  oilfield  area  and  the 
estimated  cost  of  the  work  which  would  have  to  include  for  duplicating  the 
remaining  section  of  the  feed  main  and  for  bringing  into  operation  the  booster 
plant  the  Council  decided  not  to  proceed,  with  this  section  of  the  v/ork  at  the 
present  time.

The  system  of  sewerage  in  the  Town  is  a  partially  separate  system.  It  was 
originally  intended  that  it  should  be  a  separate  system  but  a  considerable  amount 
of  storm  water  now  finds  its  way  into  the  foul  sewers. 


The  sc-wage  disposal  works  are  situated  on  the  Dereham  Road  near  the  railway 
(V/ymondham/Dereham  line) ,  The  works  were  constructed  in  1933  to  deal  with  an 
average  dry  weather  flow  of  72,000  gallons.  The  plant  is  badly  overloaded,  the 
present  dry  weather  flow  being  in  the  region  of  220,000  gallons  per  day. 

On  the  16th.  December  an  Inspector  of  the  i  inistry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  conducted  an  Informal  Inquiry  in  connection  with  the  proposed  extensions 
to  the  sewage  works.  The  result  of  such  Inquiry  was  that  as  the  scheme  the  subject 
of  the  investigation  was  designed  in  1953  when  the  dry  weather  flow  was  180,000 
gallons  per  day  and  as  the  flow  was  now  in  the  region  of  220,000  gallons  per  day 
it  would  be  necessary  for  the  Engineers  to  modify  and  re-submit  their  proposals. 


Two  major  stoppages  occurred  on  the  sewerage  system  during  the  year.  On  the 
9th.  Larch  (dunday)  the  oilfield  Road  sewer  was  blocked  anu  the  work  of  clearing 
the  obstruction  took  64  hours.  The  other  stoppage,  in  the  Back  Lane  sewer,  was 
very  troublesome  and  the. blockage  was  finally  cleared  after  about  10  hours  v/ork. 
With  regard  to  this  latter  rvacr  there  is  no  manhole  where  it  joins  the  main  sower 
in  Bridewell  Street;  stoppages  have  occurred  on  numerous  occasions  and  a  manhole 
should  be  provided  at  the  interception  of  the  two  sewers. 

The  small  sewage  disposal  plant  at  Spooner  Row  functioned  satisfactorily 
during  the  year. 


Your  Council  has  no  scheme  in  operation  for  the  emptying  of  cesspools  in  the 
district.  rrangements  are  made  with  the  adjoining  Rural  District  Council  to 
empty  cesspools  when  necessary,  the  owners  of  the  properties  concerned  paying  the 
Rural  District  Council  direct  for  the  service. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  ..  BP  DL.PubHL. 

The  collection  of  household  refuse  is  carries,  out  by  uirect  labour.  One  motor 
vehicle,  a  12  cubic  yard  "Karrier"  continued  to  give  good  service. 

In  Larch,  1958,  it  was  decided  to  provide  for  a  monthly  collection  of  tins  and 
bottles  in  the  bpooner  Row/Luton  and  Silfield/Browick  localities.  The  first 
collections  were  made  on  the  2nd.  and  l6t  •,  Lay  respectively. 

Prior  to  collections  being  made  in  the  added  areas  two  men  were  employed  on 
refuse  collection  work  and  in  order  to  carry  out  the  additional  v/ork  it  was  found 
that  the  services  of  an  additional  man  was  required  on  eight  days  in  each  calendar 
month. 

x.s  a  result  of  slum  clearance  and  conversions  the  number  of  pailclosets  within 
the  scavenging  area  has  been  reduced  by  12,  from  93  to  81.

In  1951  the  Council  were  asked  by  the  London  anu  Southern  Counties  Joint 
Committee  for  Scrap  survey  and  Drive,  to  segregate  tins  and  light  iron  from 
household  refuse  in  oruer  to  assist  in  the  then  serious  shortage  of  scrap  iron 
ana  steel.  I'he  cost  of  recovery,  less  value  of  scrap  metal,  to  be  borne  by  the 
Joint  Committee. 

The  above  arrangements  were  implemented  and  the  scheme  has  worked  satisfactorily 
over  the  years.  In  July,  1958,  the  Joint  Committee  informed  the  Council  that  uue  to 
the  decline  in  the  requirements  of  raw  materials  for  the  manufacture  of  steel  and  pi: 
iron,  such  financial  assistance  in  connection  with  the  present  scheme  would  be  with¬ 
drawn,  the  cessation  to  take  effect  on  the  30th.  November,  1958*

from  railway  engines  anu.  drips  respectively. 

The  Council  should  consider  the  desirability  of  adopting  the  model  byelav/ 
which  has  been  designed  to  facilitate  smoke  abatement  in  the  future  by  securing 
that  domestic  appliances  in  buildings  erected  from  now  on  are  of  types  which  can 
be  operated  without  smoke.
